These ooneurreroes have now been obtained, copies of which are attached 
as Appendices A and S, respectively. 

Also attached, as Appendix C, Is a copy of a letter dated 14 April 
1950, addressed to The CaasalBcioner of Publie Buildings, labile Build- 
ings Service, General Services Acted nistrat ion, which fully describes 
the proposed oorts tr notion and contains other pertinent information in 
regard thereto. 

Appendix B attached indicates the tentative locations of oach of 
the proposed buildings and the boundaries of the land to v e purchased,

Attached as Appendix '& is a copy of the minutes of a meting held 
on 4 April 1950 by the GP0*»State**GIA Policy Gosmiitteo, wh ieh Conaaittee 
was established on 27 November 1946 at the direction of the Bureau of 
the Budget. As indicated in these minutes, it was recognised and agreed 
by all members of the Committee thet the existing (JP0 facilities are 
inadequate for the purpose of nesting the total printing repair aments of 
the various participating agencies, particularly those of CIA, Numerous

ing will be cancelled upon the completion of the proposed 
warehouse building. 


a* iatf-iaearlng building - The Sagi nearing Laboratory for the 
design and development of speoial types of o omKuni oat Ions 
equipment required in CIA overseas operations is now housed 
in a temporary building not designed for industrial type of 
equipment* ufforta to obtain a satisfactory industrial 
type building for this purpose have indicated that such 
buildings can be obtained by lease, in ifeioh alterations
